W ith her 2-y ear-old

ounces of carbolic acid with suicidal 
intent, and despite heroic efforts she 
died within a short time. 


The tragedy , which lias wrecked 
on e of the happiest hom es in 
the 
city , occurred in the living rooms at 
the rear of the Messer tea and cof­ 
fee store, 90 Galena avenue, at about 
9 o clock, wfeen Mr. Messer and her 
tw o sons w ere out, the m other beiny 
alon e there with the baby . There is 
n o apparent motive for the suicide, 
and friends and relatives 
of the de­ 
ceased woman are of the belief that 
tem porary insanity , 
brought about 
by nervous 
stra’.n 
and 
overwork, 
caused her to successfully a t t e m pt 
self-destruction. 


W as In Cheerful Mood. 
Mrs. Messer, who has alw ay s been 
an energetic woman, worked all day 
y esterday m aking her b a b y boy som e 
n ew clothing, in the evening, after 
her boy s had gone to 
th e dancing 
school and her husband 
had gone 
out for recreation, she 
was called to 
th e telephone by her m oth e r, 
Mrs. 
I. D. Rey nolds, who resides at 
th e 
h om e of 
her d a ugh ter , 
Mrs. Will 
Slothow er, 
the 
m ot h e r w ish ing to 
determ ine w hy h e r 
d a ugh t e r had 
n ot gone down to see h e r in the af­ 
ternoon, as she had pre viously 
a r ­ 
ranged. 


Mrs. Messer replied t h a t sh e had 
b een w ork ing on the b a b y ’s clothes, 
a nd asked h er m ot h e r to t a k e d inne r 
w ith h e r toda y ( S a t ur d a y ) . She was 
a ppa r e n t l y in the best of spirits at 
t h a t time, a nd gave 
no indication

suicide. 
Notified Mother of Suicide. 
A b out half an h our later, it devel­ 
ops, s h e w e nt to the Sullivan d r ug 
st ore , th r e e doors south of th e tea 
store , and purc h a s e d th ree ounces of 
carbolic acid. A t t h a t ti m e s h e gave 
n o indication of a ny m e nt a l anguis h 
a nd t h i nk ing sh e desired t h e poison 
a s a disinfectant, Mr. Sullivan c a u­ 
ti one d h e r t h a t it was ex ceedingly 
strong, to which she refilled th a t she 
k ne w how to use it. 
R e t ur n i n g to the store 
s h e evi­ 
d e ntl y poure d th e entire c onte nt s of 
t h e b ott le into a glass, 
a nd then, 
b e for e d r i nk i ng it, she aga in tele­ 
ph oned h e r m othe r. " M a m m a , ” she 
said, w h en h e r m ot h e r a ns w e re d th e 
’ph one, " t h e r e ’s only one th i ng for 
m e to do, a nd I ’m going 
to do it.

E G G L E S 8 FOODS. 


When eggs are forty and fifty cents 
a dozen one feels inclined to look for 
dishes that call for few or no eggs. 
Here are a few for those of us who 
must economize: 
Oatmeal Cookies.—A cup of fine oat­ 
meal (this may be made finer by put­ 
ting It through the meat grinder), a 
cup of flour, a half cup of lard or but­ 
ter and lard mixed, a half cup of milk , 
two-thirds of a cup of sugar 
and a 
fourth of a teaspoonful of soda, dis­ 
solved In milk . A little grated lemon 
or orange peel and nutmeg, with flour 
enough to roll thin, 
Apple Sauce Cak e.—-A half cup of 
shortening, a cup of sugar, a cup of 
sifted apple sauce, a teaspoonful of 
soda, one and three-fourths cups of 
flour, and spice to taste. Add raisins 
or currants if desired, and bak e in 
small cak es or in a loaf. 
Hot W ater Gingerbread.—Dissolve 
in a cup of boiling water two tea­ 
spoonfuls of soda; add a cup of mo­ 
lasses, a quarter of a cup of melted 
shortening, 
and 
cinnamon, 
ginger, 
clove and nutmeg to taste. Use flour 
enough for a soft batter and bak e in 
small patty tins.

Barton, founder of the American lied 
Cross society, is dead at her home 
in Glen Echo, Md. 
The cause of her 
death» was chronic pneumonia, with 
which she was strick en about a year 
ago. 
Her brother, Stephen Barton of 
Boston, was with her when she died. 
Miss Barton was born 
at 
Oxford, 
Mass., in 1821. 
Miss Barton had been confined to 
her home, “Red Cross.” at Glen Echo, 
Md., since last fall, when she returned 
from a visit to New England. 
It was 
thought her trip was beneficial, but 
soon afterward slio was tak en seri­ 
ously ill. 
She celebrated her nine­ 
tieth birthday anniversary December 
25, when sho received many messages 
of congratulation from all parts of tho 
world. 
America’s Florence Nightingale. 
Clara Barton might 
properly 
be 
cailed the Florence Nightingale 
of 
America. 
Lik e her British prototype*, 
her work s of mercy were not confined 
to her native land, but w-ere carried 
even into the eastern 
hemisphere. 
She will be written down in history nr 
the founder of the Red 
Cross 
in 
America, but her powerful ltersonality 
also made an 
indelible 
impression 
upon the international organization 
through her active participation in 
the periodical conferences at Geneva. 
Carlsruhe, 
Rome, 
Vienna 
and 
St. 
Petersburg. 
At these conferences Miss Barton 
did not hesitate to suggest radical 
amendments to existing rules. Back ed 
by the weight of her extensive ex­ 
perience in the field in time of war 
and disaster, these 
wrere 
received 
with favor and generally adopted. 
Cared for Sick In Civil War. 
Miss Barton was forty-one years old 
nt tho beginning of the Civil w-nr, 
when she first turned her attention to 
the great work s of humanity which 
made her name famous. 
Her expert 
once as a school teacher and tho or­ 
ganizer of public school systems in 
New Jersey taught her 
methodical 
habits and gave her the experience 
i in executive work which made her a 
Commanding figure in the direction of 
Red Cross affairs. 
iFhat organization was established 
in America in 
and Miss Barton 
was its president from that date un­ 
til 1964. 
itefhte that time she Imd 
made a name for herself by her serv­ 
ices on battlefields, beginning in the 
Civil war and extending through the 
Franco-Prussian war. 
Congress rec­ 
ognized her good offices‘ in the first 
case by an appropriation of $15.000 to 
be disbursed by her in search’ng for 
missing men after the various great 
battles of the war. 
In 1004 the Red Cross was reorgan­ 
ized. 
President (then secretary) Taft 
being chosen as president and Miss 
Barton, then far advanced in years 
and somewhat brok en in health from 
exposure and hardships, retired from 
active connection with the organiza­ 
tion.

N THE outcry against the employment of women as core- 
makers in foundries, the most important aspect of the ques­ 
tion is escaping attention. 
The alleged .unsuitability of the 
work to a woman’s dignity and strength is made prominent; 
the rate of her pay is denounced; but the effect of her compe­ 
tition upon the standard of wages in the trade, which is really 
the crux of the whole difficulty, is too little mentioned. 
In and by itself, core making, which means fashioning 
the mold for castings, is well suited to a woman’s deft fingers, 
provided she is employed only on the smaller forms and pro­ 
vided her work is properly supplemented by that of men to do the heavy 
lifting and carrying. 
Indeed, the occupation is a particularly attractive 
one from the creative element which it involves. 
In the foundry which I investigated the interest which tho women 
appeared to take in their work was noticeable and in striking contrast to. 
anything I have seen in other factories, while the only things I observed 
which could be legitimately criticised were a lack of scats (which, I am 
told, are supplied in some establishments), and a tube or pipe in common 
use which the women put into their mouths in spraying the material they 
are shaping. 
As to wages, judging from this one foundry, they are far better than 
those prevailing in some of the typically feminine callings. Hence, from 
the point of view of the women as individuals, coremaking would seem 
to be by no means an undesirable occupation. 
Nevertheless, the presence of women in foundries is a menace against 
which labor is very properly aroused. It is a menace because men with la 
standard wago of $3 a day are being displaced by women who do their 
work for half tho wages oaleas. 
And men whose wages are threatened 
not unnaturally regard this feminine invasion with indignation and even 
abhorrence^ 
But is this menace best met by trying to drive women from the trade 
and make it that much harder for some other man's sister or daughter tp 
earn an honest living P Why not rather help her to get full value for her 
producing power? 


Tho competition of women in this industry is a menace because they 
can bo hired so cheap. 
And one reason they can be bought cheap is 
because they sell their labor for any price offered where men have learned 
take a hand in setting their own price 
and to bargain collectively for that 
price, to tho end that one shall not £ / •
